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DEFINITIONS 


Covered  Employer  (by  Unemployment  Insurance  Laws) 

To  be  a  covered  employer,  an  employer  must  meet  one  or  more 
of  the  following  criteria: 

-  have  an  annual  payroll  which  exceeds  $1,000  in  a 
calendar  year 

-  acquire  all  or  a  substantial  portion  of  a  covered 
business  or 

-  be  subject  to  FUTA 

If  the  employer  is  an  agricultural  entity,  the  employer  must 
pay  total  cash  wages  of  $20,000  or  more  in  a  calendar  quarter 
or  employ  10  or  more  workers  in  20  different  weeks  in  a 
calendar  year  to  be  covered. 

A  domestic  employer  who  pays  total  cash  wages  of  $1,000  or 
more  in  a  calendar  quarter  is  a  covered  employer. 

In  addition,  if  the  agricultural  or  domestic  employer  has 

another  business  which   is  covered,   its  agricultural  or 

domestic  employees  must  also  be  reported,  regardless  of  the 
amount  of  wages  paid  or  number  of  employees. 

Covered  Employment 

Covered  employment  includes  all  services  performed  for  wages 
or  under  contract,  unless  specifically  excluded  by  law. 
Some  common  exclusions  from  covered  employment  are: 

-  individuals  in  the  employ  of  son,  daughter  or  spouse 

-  children  under  21  employed  by  parent  (or  partnership 
of  parents) 

-  real  estate,  insurance  and  securities  salespeople  paid 
solely  by  commission  and  without  guaranteed  earnings 

-  fulltime  students  working  in  a  program  taken  for 
credit 

-  inmates  working  for  a  state  correction  or  custodial 
institution 

-  elected  public  officials 

-  railroad  employees 

-  church  employees 

-  children  under  18  delivering  and  distributing 
newspapers  or  shopping  news  from  house  to  house  and 
business  establishments 

-  physically  or  mentally  impaired  individuals  working 
in  a  rehabilitation  facility 


standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC) 

Each  business  is  assigned  a  SIC  code  that  describes  the 
business  based  upon  its  nature-of-business  in  accordance  with 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  1972  and  1987 
editions. 

Employment 

Annual  average  employment  is  the  average  number  of  monthly 
workers  covered  under  the  Montana  unemployment  insurance 
laws  who  earned  wages  from  a  reporting  unit  during  the  pay 
period  that  includes  the  12th  day  of  the  month. 

Disclosure  Restrictions 

Publication  of  employment  and  wage  data  is  withheld  for  any 
industry  level  which  consists  of  fewer  than  three  reporting 
units  or  in  which  a  single  establishment  accounts  for  80 
percent  or  more  of  the  industry's  employment. 

Civilian  Labor  Force 

The  number  of  persons  16  years  and  older,  defined  as  employed 
or  unemployed,  excluding  members  of  the  armed  forces. 

Employed 

Those  persons  who  work  for  pay  or  profit  during  a  week  or,  as 
unpaid  family  workers,  work  15  hours  or  more  during  a  week. 
Also  included  as  employed  are  those  who,  although  not  working, 
had  some  job  attachment  and  were  not  looking  for  work.  This 
includes  persons  temporarily  absent  from  a  job  due  to  illness, 
bad  weather,  vacation  or  labor  dispute,  whether  or  not  they 
were  in  pay  status  during  their  time  off. 

Unemployed 

Those  persons  who,  for  an  entire  week,  did  not  work  at  all, 
but  were  able  to  work  and  available  for  work,  and  (1)  were 
looking  for  work  or  (2)  would  have  looked  for  work  except  that 
(a)  they  were  waiting  to  return  to  a  job  from  which  they  had 
been  laid  off,  or  (b)  they  were  waiting  to  report  to  a  new 
wage  and  salary  job  scheduled  to  start  within  the  following 
3  0  days  (and  were  not  in  school  during  the  week) . 

Unemployment  Rate 

The  number  of  unemployed  expressed  as  a  percent  of  the 
civilian  labor  force. 

Real  Wages 

Current  year  wages  which  have  been  adjusted  for  inflation  to 
a  base  year  standard  (1982  for  this  publication)  to  be  used 
for  accurate  comparison  between  years.  The  GNP  implicit 
price  deflator  was  the  index  used  for  adjustment. 
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TRENDS  OF  AVERAGE  ANNUAL  EMPLOYMENT  AND  REAL  WAGES** f 1976-1988) 

JUDITH  BASIN  COUNTY 
ALL  INDUSTRIES 
From  1976  through  1988,  combined  government  employment  has  remained 
at  or  near  2  00  employees.  In  1979,  government  employment  recorded 
219  employees,  as  Local  Government  added  18  employees.   Government 
employment  holding  firm,  total  county  employment  has  increased  with 
the  private  industry  employment.   From  1976  through  1982,  private 
industry  gradually  increased  from  121  to  171  employees,  with  a  net 
gain  of  17  private  business  establishments.  Since  1982,  the  county 
has  maintained  a  median  annual  employment  of  359.   In  1988,  the 
annual  average  employment  for  Judith  Basin  County  was  367. 

AGRICULTURE,  FORESTRY  &  FISHING 
Agricultural  employment  (in  production  crops  and  livestock)  in  the 
county  averaged  only  2  people  from  1976  through  1982.   From  1983 
through  1985  employment  in  this  industry  increased  to  7  (on 
average),  but  returned  to  its  previous  level.   In  1988,  the 
industry  had  2  employees  in  Judith  Basin  County  and  ranked  11th  of 
the  county's  12  industry  groups  in  annual  average  employment. 
Annual  average  wages  in  this  industry  were  2nd  highest  in  the 
county  for  1988  at  $18,915  (unadjusted),  which  equates  to  real 
wages  of  $15,541  (annual  average  wages  adjusted  for  inflation, 
based  on  the  1982  dollar  value) .   Real  wages  in  the  industry  have 
varied  widely  from  $11,000  to  nearly  $24,000.   In  general, 
disregarding  the  maximum  deviations,  real  wages  in  the  industry 
have  increased  from  $11,000  in  1976-77  to  about  $14,000  (1983-88). 
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MINING 
Mining  activity  began  in  1977  and  continued  through  1983.   From 
1984  through  1988  there  was  only  minimal  part  time  employment  in 
this  county  industry.   During  its  active  years.  Mining  provided  an 
annual  average  employment  of  about  4  and  a  median  real  annual  wage 
of  $11,964.   More  recently  employment  in  this  industry  has  been 
limited  to  part  time  or  seasonal  employment  and  annual  average 
wages  of  about  $6,000.   Mining  ranked  12th  in  employment  and  10th 
in  annual  average  wages  ($5,997)  in  1988. 


CONSTRUCTION 
From  1976  through  1978,  Construction  had  7  to  8  employees.    In 
1979,  the  industry  began  to  grow  and  Heavy  Construction  activity 
pushed  employment  to  25  in  1981  and  1982.   In  1983,  the  industry 
dropped  back  to  an  employment  level  of  8  and  averaged  7  employees 
for  the  period  1983-1988.   Annual  average  employment  for  1988  was 
8  people  which  ranked  8th  among  the  county's  industries.   Annual 
average  wages  in  the  county's  Construction  industry  were  $11,84  4 
(ranked  8th  and  equates  to  real  wages  of  $9,732.  Real  wages  in  the 
industry  exceeded  $20,000  in  1982,  but  otherwise  have  maintained 
a  median  annual  average  of  $12,130  (1978-1981,  1983-1987.   Real 
wages  in  1988  were  the  lowest  recorded  for  construction  in  Judith 
Basin  County  since  1976. 


MANUFACTURING 
Over  the  review  period,  Judith  Basin  County  manufacturing  has 
steadily  increased  from  4  employees  in  1976,  to  16  employees  in 
1988  (ranked  6th  in  annual  average  employment) .   Annual  average 
wages  were  $9,911  (real  wages  $8,144)  in  1988.   Real  wages  in  the 
industry  have  fluctuated,  from  year  to  year,  between  $8,000  and 
$10,500,  exceeding  that  in  1985  with  real  wages  of  $11,227.   Over 
the  review  period  the  county  made  a  net  gain  of  2  establishments. 
The  majority  of  manufacturing  employment  in  the  county  is  in 
Lumber. 


TRANSPORTATION,  COMMUNICATION  &  PUBLIC  UTILITIES* 

From  1977  to  1988,  *TCPU  grew  from  4  employees  to  32  employees, 
recording  a  loss  of  employment  (4)  in  only  one  year  (1983)  along 
the  way.   The  county  gained  2  establishments  over  this  period  and 
most  of  the  employment  was  generated  in  Transportation.   In  1988, 
the  industry  ranked  5th  in  annual  average  employment  and  5th  in 
annual  average  wages  ($14,894).   Real  wages,  though  decreasing  in 
the  last  three  years  of  the  review,  have  increased  nearly  $3,000 
per  year.   Real  wages  in  the  industry  were  at  their  highest  from 
1983-1985.   In  1985  real  wages  in  TCPU  peaked  at  $16,278  and  by 
1988  had  fallen  to  $12,238. 


WHOLESALE  TRADE 
Employment  in  the  Wholesale  industry  in  Judith  Basin  County  has 
declined  over  the  period  of  this  review.   There  were  15  employees 
in  the  industry  in  1976  and  by  1988  this  had  dropped  to  7  employees 
(ranked  9th  in  annual  average  employment) .   Annual  average  wages 
in  Wholesale  Trade  were  $14,185  in  1988  (real  wages  of  $11,655) 
which  ranked  6th  among  the  county's  industries.   Real  wages  in  the 
industry  have  been  increasing  since  1980  but  have  experienced  lows 
near  $8,000  (1983)  and  a  high  of  $13,512  (1985).   In  the  early 
years  of  the  review  period  (1976-1980)  real  wages  averaged  out  at 
$8,753  per  year. 

RETAIL  TRADE 
Employment  in  the  county's  Retail  industry  peaked  in  1979-1980  with 
88  employees,  an  addition  of  nearly  20  employees  over  1976.   From 
1981  through  1987  the  county  lost  38  employees  and  5  (net) 
establishments  in  this  industry.   For  three  consecutive  years 
(1985-1987)  industry  employment  declined  at  a  rate  of  10  people  per 
year.   In  1988,  Retail  Trade  employed  51  people  in  the  county 
(ranked  2nd) ,  but  more  importantly,  the  industry  ceased  its  annual 
employment  loss  and  posted  a  gain.   Annual  average  wages  in  Retail 
were  $5,428  in  1988  (ranked  11th  of  the  county's  12  industries). 
Real  wages  remained  at  the  same  level  for  the  last  three  years  of 
the  review  period  and  were  $4,460  in  1988.   By  comparison,  from 
1976  through  1980,  annual  real  wages  averaged  $6,506. 


FINANCE,  INSURANCE  &  REAL  ESTATE* 
Employment  by  the  *FIRE  industry  has  remained  stable  for  the  13 
year  review  period.   The  industry  has  varied  from  10  to  14 
employees  with  a  median  employment  of  12.   In  1988,  the  industry 
had  12  employees  (ranked  7th)  in  Judith  Basin  County  and  had  the 
county's  highest  annual  average  wage  of  $19,984  (real  wage  of 
$16,420) .  Finance,  Insurance  &  Real  Estate  began  the  review  period 
averaging  $18,615  in  annual  real  wages  (1976-1978);  increased  to 
$23,905  in  1981;  and  from  1982,  dropped  to  a  low  of  $10,827  in 
1987.   In  1988,  real  wages  were  higher  than  in  the  previous  three 
years. 

SERVICES 
Across  the  state  and  across  the  nation,  the  Services  industry  has 
grown  considerably.   In  Judith  Basin  County  this  industry  employed 
fewer  than  10  people  during  the  first  half  of  the  review  period. 
Except  for  a  small  loss  of  employment  in  1985,  the  industry  has 
increased  employment  every  year  since  1981.   In  1988,  Services  had 
an  annual  average  of  37  employees  (ranked  4th)  and  annual  average 
wages  of  $5,158.   Real  wages  have  decreased  over  the  review  period 
from  $6,847  in  1976  to  a  low  of  $3,483  in  1983,  and  $4,289  in  1988. 
In  1976,  there  were  3  establishments  (employers)  and  in  1988  the 
county  had  11  service  establishments.   Much  of  the  difference  or 
decline  in  real  wages  can  be  attributed  to  the  increased  usage  of 
part  time  and  temporary  employees. 


GOVERNMENT 
Government  employment  in  the  county  has  remained  at  about  200  over 
the  period  of  the  review.  Local  government  increased  employment 
by  18  in  197  9  and  combined  government  employment  that  year  was  the 
highest  of  the  review  period  at  219.  In  1988,  there  were  150  Local 
government  employees  (ranked  1st  in  annual  average  employment)  with 
annual  average  wages  of  $14,029  (ranked  7th,  $11,526  real  wages); 
there  were  40  Federal  government  employees  (ranked  3rd  in  annual 
average  employment)  with  annual  average  wages  of  $18,054  or  $14,833 
in  real  wages  (ranked  4th) ;  and  there  were  7  State  government 
employees  (ranked  10th  in  employment)  with  annual  average  wages  of 
$18,554  or  real  wages  of  $15,244. 


UNEMPLOYMENT  AND  THE  LABOR  FORCE 
Since  1981,  Judith  Basin  County  has  maintained  an  unemployment  rate 
lower  than  the  state's  average  rate.  From  1978-1980,  the  county's 
rate  exceeded  the  state  average  but  at  the  same  time  the  county 
increased  total  employment  by  2  3  and  showed  employment  losses  only 
in  1988.   The  county's  labor  force  remained  at  about  1,2  00  through 
1983,  adding  more  than  100  in  1984,  and  rose  to  1,441  by  1988. 
Most  of  the  gain  was  due  to  increased  employment  in  Manufacturing; 
Transportation,  Communications,  &  utilities;  and  Services.   During 
the  last  three  years  of  the  review  the  county's  unemployment  rate 
has  remained  nearly  3%  below  Montana's  rate  and  in  1988  Judith 
Basin  County's  unemployment  rate  was  4.3%. 
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NEW  BUSINESSES 
Covered  by  Unemployment  Insurance 
Judith  Basin  County  has  had  24  new  business  starts  in  the  past 
three  years,  with  14  of  these  in  1988.   There  were  6  business 
starts  in  Services,  5  in  Trade,  and  4  in  Manufacturing.   The 
majority  of  the  new  business  starts  favored  the  summer  months  and 
the  first  two  months  of  the  year. 


POPULATION 
In  each  of  the  decennial  censuses  (1930-1980)  the  population  of 
Judith  Basin  County  has  declined  and  the  Montana  population  has 
increased.   In  1930,  the  county  had  5,238  residents  and  comprised 
1.0%  of  the  Montana  population.   In  the  1980  census,  the  county 
population  had  fallen  to  2,646  and  the  state  population  had 
increased  (gaining  249,084  residents)  to  786,690.   Subsequently, 
the  county  then  comprised  only  0.3%  of  the  Montana  population. 
Estimates  of  the  population  for  1988  place  the  Montana  population 
at  805,000  and  the  county's  population  at  2,500,  holding  at  0.3% 
of  the  total  state  population.
